year knows this is not the case. 
Up until this plant closed down 
part of its machinery for the 
summer holidays in compliance 
with the Glass Workers Union 
rules, it was turning out all 
kinds of glass goods from the 
smallest drug bottle up to the 
largest preserving sealer, be- 
sides lamp glasses, lantern 
Nor 
were the latter used only by the 
soft drink concerns of Medicine 
Hat, but they were shipped to 
all centres from Winnipeg to the 
Pacific eoast, and so great has 
been the demand that the plant 
has had to exert every’ energy 
to keep up with the orders. 

This plant will open up full 
force again the end of this 
month with a complete night 
and day staff. 

As the Globe's ‘article said 
nothing about other industries 
which have been and are run- 
ning night and day we can only 
conclude that its author got his 
information from some secontl 
hand source, and it evidently 
was a cource from which noth- 


ing favorable to Redcliff emin-

ANOTHER OPPORTUNITY. 

W. J. Black, the recently ap- 
poifited commissioner: of agri- 
culture, has announced a novel 
scheme which he would like to 
see consumated, 

His plan is one, the carrying 
out of which would be in line 
with views frequently expressed 
in these colums, and one which 
would go a long way in solving 
the vacant land problem in this 
district. . ' 

Mr. Black’s idea is to end 
speculation in farm lands and to 
provide for continuous rather. 
than scattered-settlements. 

With this end in view he pro- 
poses that settlement boards, 
appointed jointly by the federal 
and provincial governments, be 
erganized in the various prov- 
inces; that these boards have 
legislative authority: to take 
over any unoccupied land suit- 
able for agricultural purposes, 


paying for the same a fair price 


based on present values;' that 
in case of lands not taken over 
for five years from now, the 
price shall be present value, plus 
fair interest, 

On the lands taken over, it is 
proposed that men with families 
shall be allowed to settle and 
that such settlers. be given 
a long time, possibly 380 
years, in which to pay ‘for the 
land located upon, The settle- 
ment so formed shall be contin- 
uous, that is there shall be no 
“spreading out.” It is also con- 
templated, to prevent specula- 
tion, that the holders shall not 
be allowed to dispose of their 
holdings until a certain propor- 
tion has actually been hronght 
into cultivation.

WEIGHING HAY IN STACK, 


Difficulties experienced by farmers | 


in ascerigining the amount of hay in a 
stack haye occasioned the issuing of a 
bulletin by the state agricultural ex- 
perimental station of Washington 
giving a rule whereby the number of 
tons in a stack may be approximately 
learned, The rule jig: Width over, 
divided by four and squared, then 
multiplied by the length and divided 
by 512. Assuming that a stack were 
18 feet wide, 26 over (distance from 
ground on one side up over the stack 
and to the ground'on the other side) 
and 30 feet long, the solution would 
be: 18 plus 26 equals 44; 44 divided 
by four equals 11; 11 squared equals 
121; 121 times 30 equals 3,630 éubic 
feet in stack; 8,680 divided by 512 
equals 7.09 tons. Perhaps this rule 
will save many a puzzling problem 
for farmers when they wish to sell 
their hay in the stack. * 

* Another bulletin issued deals with 
seed grain exhibits, It is argued that 
much more could be done towards 
producing better seed ina district, 
through seed fairs than is now ac- 
complished, More exhibits wherein 
sheaf grain is-displayed would also de 
much to influence farmers to grow 
better produce, it is contended, and 
such exhibits should be attractively 
arranged and displayed.
